ARBITRATION BRINGS PEACE IN 
INDUSTRY 
CLEVELAND GARMENT 
SI TUE THEATERS 


The principle of arbitration in settlem ent of industrial rela­ 
tions is emphasized in a decision ju st announced by the referees, 
who represent the public, in dealing? between workers and m anu­ 
facturers in the women'.- garm ent industry of Cleveland. 
The decision provides th a t wages of the 7,000 workers in 
the industry remain unchanged, and that the installation of a 
scientific system for m easuring production shall be estabii.'-hcd 
as promptly as practicable. The decision affects thirty-five large 
m anufacturers of women’s garm ents, and has received approval 
of both workers and m anufacturers. The steps which led to the 
decision were brought out b y a request from the workers for an 
increase in wages and a counter request by manufacturer.- for 
a decrease. 
. . 
The Cleveland Garment Manufacturer.^' Association and the 
Cleveland branches of tim International Ladies' Garment W orkers’ 
Union have operated for some tim e under an agreement which 
provides for th e amicable adjustm ent of differences. 
The position of the m anufacturers in the arbitration pro­ 
ceedings was stated a.- being that employers felt th a t if wages 
were reduced to give a lower unit cost in the present time ot 
falling prices, more garm ents could be produced and in the end 
the workers* income accordingly .could be increased. 
The position of the worker.- was that the unit production cost 
and the selling price of garm ents could be reduced without re­ 
ducing wages, and that standards of production now being es­ 
tablished in the industry would help to attain this end. 
The arbitration proc* edings drew national attention because 
of abnormal condition, in industry. The decision is regarded by 
leaders of both side- as being a factor in stabilizing industrial 
affairs and an one which distinctly sets out the spirit of co-opera­ 
tion prevailing in the Cleveland garm ent industry. The arbitra­ 
tion has set an example for the rest of the country, anti ii em­ 
phasizes the importance of fair and accurate standards of pro­ 
duction and wages at this time.

Baltimore, Md., Dec. 
15.—Trial of 
the suit brought by the 
Maryland 
State League of Defense to test the 
validity of the Federal woman suf­ 
frage amendment was begun in the 
Court of1 Common Pleas here. 
The action is directed against the 
Board of Registers of the 
Seventh 
Precinct of the Eleventh Ward, seek­ 
ing that they be required to strike 
from their books the names of two 
women, one white, the other colored 
because the petitions do not admit 
the force of the amendment. 
Two main points are brought out in 
the petition of the ant ^-Suffragists— 
one that the amendment is not such as 
Congress is authorized by Article V 
of the constitution to propose to the 
Legislatures of the various states to 
be rated by them, and the other that 
it never was ratified properly by the 
legislatures of three fourths of the 
states.
